Usually, the literal and figurative meanings of a word are within the same set of words. For 
instance: eye: humans’ eye (literal meaning); eyes of needle, eye of ring, eye of spring, eye of 
wood, eye of knee, eye of purse ( portable or figurative meanings) Sometimes a word can be 
equated with other word groups with its own portable meanings. For example: gold; silver; 
iron — these are the original names with a figurative meaning in examples such as gold leaf, 
silver winter, and iron discipline. 


RESEARCH AND DISCUSSION 


General and figurative meanings are essential part of the speech as these grammatical parts 
make the text interesting. The main meaning (self-meaning) is the original meaning of the 
word, the meaning of the noun, which does not depend on the process of speech. If other 
meanings are expressed on the basis of this lexical meaning, it is considered artificial. 


In Uzbek language, A figurative meaning is a new meaning formed on the basis of the main 
meaning, the meaning of the approach that a word creates to speech in connection with other 
words. M: The word “fox” actually means a type of wild animal. In the sentence, 
“Mirzakarimboy is a fox man”, the word “fox” is used figuratively. Moreover, actually, the 
word silver, in the speech structure, means white, precious metal, which is its main meaning 
.The word silver has a portable meaning when combined with words like winter and snow.

In English, “Literal” has the same root as “literary,” which means “related to a book.” A 
“literal” meaning is a meaning that is “by the book,” that is, according to the dictionary 
meaning. This may be thought of as the “direct” or “straight” meaning. [5.2] “Figurative” has 
the same root as “figure,” which is another word for a diagram, display; an image or 
illustration. A “figurative” meaning is a meaning that is not literal; the meaning used is not 
the meaning of the word or phrase itself, but a different meaning implied by it. This meaning 
is dependent on culture and history. For example, one expression for a bad excuse is “the dog 
ate my homework.” The reference is not usually to a child literally, that is, in reality, claiming 
that his homework was eaten by his family dog. This excuse is considered representative 
of all bad excuses, because it is very unlikely a dog actually ate your homework! Far more 
likely is that you (or the child, rather) was lazy and unmotivated and simply did not work 
hard enough to finish the homework on time. 


“The dog ate my homework” therefore has a figurative meaning of “making a ridiculous, bad 
excuse for failure.” 
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Words used in their figurative meanings like this are often called metaphors, because they 
point elsewhere for their true meaning; expressions, because they express an idea without 
having to be “literal” and therefore slower; and sayings, because they are “things people say” 
to express ideas. However, a “saying” is usually a complete sentence; metaphors and 
expressions can be smaller than a sentence. The figurative meaning is also 
the idiomatic meaning. Therefore, an idiom expresses the figurative meaning of a word or 
phrase. So, they are connected to each other relatively. 


The adjective figurative comes from the Old French word figuratif, which means 
“metaphorical.” Any figure of speech — a statement or phrase not intended to be understood 
literally — is figurative. You say your hands are frozen, or you are so hungry you could eat a 
horse. That's being figurative. In art, figure means "human or animal form," so a figurative 
drawing might show horses running across a field.

In conclusion, it can be said that the figurative meaning can be used in the example of more 
than one word group.
